1 tell this 
congregation today, that the xuths 
orlty to solemnize plural marriages 
is notin the é¢arth today, neither 
has been sitice the issuance of the 
Manifesto by President Woodruff 
in 1891. We have not sanctioned 
a polygamous marriage since that

In Nova Scotia only 
two per cent. of the farm  hovses 
have water piped to the house, In 
New Brunswick ninety-five per cent. 
obtain water from wells and springs.

INDIAN CONSERVATIONISTS 
Interest, In Forest Frotection

forest conservation. Several hundred 
Indians last summer promised to ob- 
serve every precaution to prevent for- 
est fires, and, as the chief fire rang- 
er writes, “The fact of no fires this 
summer is Gangs positive that the 
majority of them have faithfully kept 
their pledge.” During the course of 
the summer sixty-three Indians volun- 
tarily visited the chief's headquartcrs 
to discuss the plats of the forestry 
branch in the matter of conserving the 
ig forests in Western Can- 
ada. 

Many of these Indians are sufficient- 
ly well educated to serve as fire-rang- 
ers, and, following its policy of ob- 
taining the best men possible for this 
work, the Dominion government hi 
enlisted quite a number of Indians in 
the fire-ranging service, for which 
their knowledge of the country and 
their enthusiasm for the work make 
them admirably adapted. Although 
tle forest-fire loss on the 125,000 
square miles of cvown timberland pat- 
rolled by Dominion fire-rangers was 
very small—tho area of timber burnt 
over being less than nine one-hun- 
dredths of one per cent. (0.09 per 
cent.)—yet this low loss was not a 
little due to the frequent showers of 
rain during the danger seasoa. In or- 
der to insure safety in seasons of 
drought, the furestry branch proposes 
to install lookout stations which will 
increase the efficiency of the yet 
somewhat inadequate patrol. Already 
several towers have been established, 
enabling ranges to scan at one glance 
several hundred square miles of coun- 
\try. Wireless telegraphy has also 
been brought ‘nto use and from The 
Pas and Fort Chure ill it is now pos- 
sible for ihe rangers in these remo.e 
regions to communicate almost in- 
stantly with the forestry branch at 
Ottawa in .oatters of special urgency.

A Scotchman, born in Glasgow 
nearly seventy years ago, he joined 
the ranks of the confederates in the 
civil war and fought through the en- 
tire campaign, being twice captured 
and sentenced to death by the north 
ern troops. 

Later he .urned to newspaper work 
and reported a number of campaigns 
for a news agency. In 1882 ke began 
his connection with the London Daily 
Telegraph, which lasted until iis 
|death. He followed for that paper the

Sir Jonn Henniker Heaton, the vet- 
eran postal reformer Whose energetic 
influences has produced many reforms 
in the British sostal service, has now 
written to Rt. Hon. Charles Hob- 
house, posimasier-general, urging the 
appointment of an imperial postmaster 
general. ‘Our postmasters-general,” 
Sir Henniker declares, “have reluctant- 
ly followed rathcr than led their col- 
onial colleague. Their most egregious 
failure has been with the cable ser- 
vice, which they have Allowed a sinall 
combination of astute speculators to 
acquire control of for their own profit 
and to the detriment of the empire. 
What is wanted is a minister with 
rank so high anc independent that he 
will be able to face the most penur- 
ious counsetlor of the exchequer and 
insist on the realization of all postal, 
telegraphic and cable reforms, re- 
quired in the interests of the empire.”

TAKING THE CENSUS OF SEALS 


Commission of Canadian and United 
States Scientists to Count 
the Herds 

Three United States commissioners 
and two Canadian commissioners will 
spend the summer at the Pribilof 
islands in a study of the propogation 
of seals in northern waters. 

The scientists chosen to represent 
the United States are: W. H. Osgood, 
of the biological department of the 


Field museum of natura) history, Chi | 


cago; Dr. George H. Parker, professor 
of biology, Harvard; Hdward A. Pre- 
bel of the United States biological 
survey. All these three men are if 
considerable experience in the north, 
and are familiar with the animals 
found there. 

Their present commissions will en- 
tail a study on the seals at their breed- 
ing grounds on the islands of St. Paul 
and St. George, with the object of *e- 
termining the rate of propogation and 
whether the killing of a certain num- 
ber of males each year affects the 
rate of propogation. 

An actual census of the seals which 
come to the Rockies will be among 
the tasks of the commission. Nxactly 
what method of taking the census and 
marketing the sevls will be employed 
has not been determined, according to 
Mr. Osgood. In the past various 
methods have been sugg«sted and 
used, such as shaving of the one side 
of the head and tranding with irons. 

It is estimated that the seal herd, at 
the time the United States acquired 
the islands, numbered no less than 1,- 
500,000. This number has constantly 
diminished, and there has been a 
great variance of opinion as to the 
proper methoc of managing the seal 
industry. The slaughtering of seals 
was prohibited for a period of five 
years by ihe act of congress in 1912, 
except for the purpose of supplying 
the natives of the Pribilof islands 
with food. 

Treaties have been entered into be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, Russia and Japan, gouverning 


the conduct of the seal industry. ‘The! 


government handles directly whatever 


‘|skins are taken. 


The first aciuai census of the seals 
taken, which was in 1912, the first 
season after the prohibitory law went 
into effect, showed the herd to con- 
tain 215,940 seals, which was estimat- 
ed to represent a gain of 30,000 over 
1911. The census about to be taken 
will indicate what rate of increase 
has been ‘nad« under the protection 
of the law

Finished In One Day. 

In France elections are beld on Sun- 
day. Universal manhood suffrage is 
the rule. Every Frenchman of twen- 
ty-one years of age, on proof of six 
months’ residence, is a legal voter at 
the elections to the chamber, saving 
only soldiers on active service and oth- 
ers disqualified for bankruptcy and 
criminal reasons. Because of the num- 
ber of candidates the first day’s poll- 
Ing in many districts is not final. 
Where no candidate receives an abso- 
jlute majority, a second election ts 
; held. It often happens that from one, 
| third to one-fourth of the elections for 
deputies are not finally decided until 
the second poll, when not infrequently 
one or more candidates in a district 
have withdrawn. 

The polling begins at 8 in the morn- 
{ng and lasts until 6 In the evening. 
Instead of regularly appointed clerks 
and election officials, three volunteers 
take charge of the “urn” in which the 
ballots are deposited and conduct. the 
proceedings. One of the penalties of 
being first to appenr is the tkelihood 
of being impressed into service as one 
of the assessors, of whom two, both 
Independent voters, must serve with 
the “president of the ballot.” The 
counting of the ballots is also done by 
volunteers called for frum among the 
electors, 

In the absence of the party system 
{t is difficult strictly to classify the 
candidates. In a general way they 
range themselves in groups around 
certain well known political leaders.—

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The First Crude Ones That Were te- 
sued by Great Britain. 

The adhesive postage stamp had its 
origin in England us a direct outcome 
of the postal reforms introduced by 
Sir Rowland Hill, whose master mind 
created not only the inestimable boon 
of penny postage, but the means by 
which it was carried into effect—the 
adhesive postage stamps. 

At the time of the passing of the 
uniform penny postage act in 1839 all 
postal charges were paid in cash (usu- 
ally on delivery). involving an enor- 
mous amount of bookkeeping on the 
part of the postoffice, which would 
have been increased a hundredfoid 
when the reduced rates of postage 
came into force but for the suggestion 
of the great postal reformer for “a bit 
of paper just large enough to bear the 
stamp and coated at the back with a 
glutinous wash,” being subsequently 
embodied in the famous one penny 
black postage label and Its consort, the 
twopence blue, which made their debut 
in May, 1840, and were the progenitors 
of all adhesive postage stamps. 

For three short years Great Britain 
‘enjoyed a monopoly of this novel and 
handy method of collecting postage, 
until in July, 1843, the enlightened em- 
pire of Brazil followed suit with a 
series of unprepossessing adhesive la- 
bels of native manufacture, adorned 
with large numerals of value in place 
of a design. 

In 1847 the United States entered the 
field with two beautifully engraved 
portraits of Franklin and Washington, 
while the head of Ceres, the goddess of 
agriculture, found place on the first 
stamps of the French republic, em 
graved by the elder Barre, which made 
their debut on Jan, 1, 1849.—Strand 
Magazine.

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THE ORIENTAL AT HOME 


LIVING IS PLAIN AND HIs 
THINKING IS HIGH, 


Those Who Have Seen Life In Its 
Many Phases In India Say That 
the Standard of Morality and In- 
tellect Is Far Loftier Than West- 
ern Prejudice Has Given the New 
World to Believe, 


Much harm has been done in the 
past and much ill-feeling created by 
a reckless disregard of East Indian 
thought and feeling; by the western- 
er’s failure to understand the Orien- 
tal, but all the English who have 
lived and worked among Indians and 
treated them with justice and con- 
sideration know how honorably and 
with what confidence they respond, 
says a writer in The Family Herald 
and Weekly Star, apropos of the Hin- 
du immigration problem now vexing 
the people of the west coast of 
Canada. 

The native of India, if let alone by 
political agitators, can be counted 
upon to live quietly and peaceably. 
The reason is that his wants are 
simple, according to Western ideas. 
Plain food and drink suffice him. He 
is forbidden by his religion to touch 
spiritous liquor, so the wine mer- 
chant need not look to him as a cus 
tomer. 

With this plain living goes “high 
thinking.” The Indian has the habit 
of thought, of meditation. He is a 
philosopher, be he a humble coolie 
tilling the rice fields, or a high-born 
rajah. This is shown amongst 
other things in their deep love of 
nature. 

Every plant in its season calls up 
some historic, or poetic association. 
This trait is more marked also in 
their twelve or more annual festi- 
vals, each of which is greeted with 
religious fervor. The Feast of the 
Cormic Energy,” or the developing 
of the forces of the earth; “The 
Feast of the Motherhood of Nature;” 
Such titles show profound thought. 
In the unfolding of the buds in 
spring the coolie sees with grateful 
eyes the bounty of the universal

Says the potter in an Indian -vil- 
lage, ‘‘My father’s father made pots 
for the court of Indra, (i.e., Para- 
dise) since when we have always 
made pots. When births or deaths oc- 
cur the potter gains, for all the pots 
in the house have to be broken and 
new ones put in their place to avoid 
ceremonial defilement. 

It is said that ‘The Englishman’s 
house is his castle.” It is equally 
true that the mud-hut of the poorest

coolie is his palace. This strong 
sentiment for the sanctity of the 
|home has its outward sign in the 


daily “Veneration of the Threshold.” 
At daybreak when the Indian wo- 
man sets about her household duties 
she puts flowers or leaves upon the

| In spite of the misrepresentations 
lof those who know a little about In- 
|dia and not a great deal, there are 
{no happier homes than the Indian 
| homes. Officially, the women its tn 
subjection, but there may be quoted 
the authority of Flora Annie Steele, 
the novelist, who knows her India 


through and through that the hus- 
bands are hen-pecked! Now no hen- 
pecked man can be a tyrant! 

“Honored Mother,” is the title by 
which all Indian men address thetr 
female parent, from prince to coolle. 
H's wife, as soon as he gets one, 
must reverence, look up to and obey 
his mother just as she did her own, 

The habit of thought and contem- 
plation which is ingrain in the na- 
tive of India, causes students to be 
much respected. This is the case 
even when the student is of another 
nationality and religion, and when 
the object of study is not exactly 
known. 

A few years ago an English lady, 
since well-known as a writer on In- 
dian life, settled in a lane of a na- 
tive town to learn the language and 
observe the habits and customs, 
She was not only welcomed with 
levery kindness by the inhabitants bué 
| they looked upon her as their guest 
and esteemed it an honor to keep 
her wants supplied. 

Natives of India are 
fond of children and very kind to 
them. Readers of books dealing 
with the Indian Mutiny will remem- 
ber the many instances of little 
English children who were saved by 
the fidelity of their native servants. 

Contrary to what is generally be- 
lieved, a native is not resentful un- 
less very deeply offended. Those 
who are accustomed to native house- 
holds speak warmly of the tactful 
courtesy that governs their actions at 
awkward moments, They criticize 
rudeness in others with graceful 
forbearance. 

An English girl visitor behaved 
wery rudely and thoughtlessly when 
on a visit to some Indian ladies, 

“She is not well born,’ was the 
pitying comment of the hostess.
